(In Washington, a State De- 
partment spokesman said the 
United States is asking Britain 
to find out whether Red China 
has any information on the fate 
of the Navy plane. Britain has 
diplomatic relations with Red 
China; the United States does 
not. 

(The spokesman said the State 
Department is making the in- 
quiry through the British em- | 
bassy in Washington. The em- | 
bassy will relay the request to 
London for transmission to the

The missing plane, a four-en- 
gine P4M Mercator, in its last 
brief radio message reported it 
was “under attack by aircraft.”

“A Chiang Kai-shek plane | 
was damaged by the air force | 
of the Chinese people's libera- | 
tion army before 1 a.m. this 
morning. It flew off in the 
southeast direction after being 
hit. The Chiang Kai-shek plane , 
was spotted over the southeast 
of Shanghai. It intruded over 
the Maan islands, Chengshu 
islands and Hwangtehshan 
island.” 

No Trace of Plane or Crew. 


(The Navy announced in 
Washington that a 24-hour 
search had failed to yield any 
trace of the plane or its crew- 
men, the United Press reported. 
The Navy said “intensive 
searches by air and surface 
units of the Navy are contind- 
ing in the East China Sea.”)

The picture-phone, described 
by technicians as the first sys- 
tem of its kind to use a pair | 
of ordinary telephone wires, has | 
been in operation on an experi- 
mental basis between New 
York and Los Angeles. The 
picture has good black-and- 
white contrast and the person | 
at the other end of the line is | 
recognizable. Head and shoul- | 

| ders can be seen and facial ex- 
pressions are readily apparent. | 

The picture-phone system | 

differs from television in that 
TV sends 30 pictures a second 
using high frequencies with ex- 
| pensive cable and relay sys- 
tems while the former sends 
| a smaller and less detailed pic- 
| ture every two seconds. 

Bell engineers emphasized

The records no longer are 
of value in the state’s investiga- 
tion of Hodge, Coutrakon said. 
but they may be important to 
the Federal Government's in- 
quiry into the income of Hodge 
and some of his associates. 

FBI agents already have 
perused the records, the prose- 
cutor added. There has been 
speculation they may play a 
part in the federal grand jury 
investigation of the financial 
affairs of gangster Frank (Bus- 
ter) Wortman at East St. Louis.

He 
was stricken at his home in 
nearby La Habra of what the 
doctor described as a dissect- 
ing aneurysm of the aorta. 

This is a ballooning of a

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 23 — 
The Soviet Union’s campaign 
for repatriation of former citi- 
zens has ended, an informed 


source said yesterday. Soviet 
diplomats have been instructed 
to give up further attempts to 
get former Soviet citizens to re- 
turn to their homeland. 


According to the newspaper 
La Prensa, almost 5000 persons 
have left Argentina, Paraguay 
and Uruguay for Odessa within 
the last four months, lured by 
promises of a better life behind 
the Iron Curtain. The Newspa- 
per stated editorially that the 
mass exodus was the cause for 
“serious uneasiness” for the Ar- 
gentine Government, whose in- 
telligence services had institut- 
ed an investigation into the 
methods used by Soviet agents. 

Oleg K. Ignatiev, press at- 
tache at the Soviet embassy 
here, insisted “there never was 
a formalized campaign for mass 
repatriation.” When asked 
about Moscow directives which 
had such repatriation as its ob- 
jective, he said, “That was not 
an official government organiza- 
tion.” He confirmed reports 
that “there will be no more 
shiploads of repatriates leaving

Discovered in Germany Just 100 Years 
After First Neanderthal Bones 
Were Uncovered. 


MARBURG, Germany, Aug. 
23 (AP)—A German anthropol- 
ogist today announced the dis- 
covery of a well-preserved skull | 
of a Neanderthal woman who | 
lived more than 120,000 years | 
ago. 

The skull was found by a 
rural school teacher 100 years 
after the skull of the original 
Neanderthal man was discoy- 


ered in 1856 in a German lime- | 


stone cave. 

Washed up by recent floods 
in the Hessian village of Rhu- 
enda, it was taken to Prof. Ed- 
uard Jacobshagen, anthropolo- 
gist of Marburg University. 

“It is a Sensational scientific 
discovery,” Jacobshagen said in | 
an interview. “And the skull is | 
better preserved than the Ne- 
anderthal skull itself.” 

Jacobshagen said the skull 


is that of a woman 35 to 40 | 
years old at the time of her | 
ceath, He fixed the age of the 


skull at more than 120,000 years 
because in the layer of sinter 
covering it he found a fossilized 
snail of the last interglacial 
period. 

The Neanderthal man’s skull 


was found a century ago this | 


month in a limestone cave 60 
feet underground in the Nean- 
der valley, about 10 miles from 
Duesseldorf. 

The skull of a second man of 
the Neanderthal race, believed 
now to be an extinct side branch 
of the human family, was dis- 
covered in World War I at 


Ehringsdorf, near Weimar, now |

turned in by a teacher, Eitel 
Glatzer, July 20. Rains had 
turned the small Rhuenda creek 
into a raging stream which 
washed away soil and laid it 
bare in a layer of gravel.

N THE END it came down to Harold Stassen petitioning

something like absurdity. 

It never had a ghost of a 
chance. The puzzle that remains 
as this ceremony of ratifica- 
tion draws to a close is why 


the top management of the Re- | 


publican party reacted with 
such fear and anger to the 
Stassen proposal to substitute 
another vice presidential can- 
didate for Richard M. Nixon. 

Granted the privilege of sec- 
onding the Nixon nomination, 
Stassen stood before the con- 
vention looking pale and wan. 
His smile of humility had a 
forced look. His speech, longer 
than the other seconding talks. 
was a curious amalgam of praise 
for President Eisenhower, a 
prayerful invocation to peace 
end a deferential bow in Nix- 
on’s direction. 

‘Important Step.’ 

“This is a most important 
step in the election of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower,” Stassen said as he 
seconded Nixon with a passing 
reference to his “three weeks’ 
advocacy” of Gov. Christian 
Herter as a replacement for the 
controversial Vice President. 

“I urge independent voters, 
organized labor, members of 
minorities and younger voters 
to join with me in cheerfully 
and wholeheartedly accepting 
and working for the ticket of 
Eisenhower and Nixon which 


will be nominated here to- 
night.” 

Stassen interlarded his talk 
with references to the H-bomb 
and the perils of nuclear war- 
fare which he said could be 
avoided under the leadership 


for peace of President Eisen- 
hower. Stassen, in charge of 
disarmanent negotiations in the , 
Eisenhower Administration, has | 
been called the Secretary of ' 
peace in the President's cabinet, | 

Cautioned Against Hostility. 

At a meeting of Republican 
state and delegation chairmen | 
at noon yesterday speaker after 
speaker cautioned against per- 
mitting any show of hostility 
toward Stassen when he spoke. 
This word was circulated among 
the delegations. There was ap- 
plause when Stassen was in- 
troduced and several times dur- 
ing his talk he was interrupted 
by polite handclapping. 

“When the point of decision 
arrives,” Stassen said at the 
end, “I will continue to be a 
Republican team player.” 

Although he himself has ap- 
peared on dozens of television 
programs apd held numerous 
press conferences, it has been 
a one-man movement. An extra- 
ordinary degree of hostility was 
built up toward what might 
have been an angry climax if 
the President had not inter- 
vened and this bitter feeling 
might very easily have been 
avoided. If instead of denounc- 
ing Stassen in one indignant 
statement after another, the 
leaders of the party had shown 
even a little tolerance they 
would have given the conven- 
tion a semblance of a free 
choice. But the rule was con- 
formity and conformity with a 
chip on the shoulder. 

Shy of Steamroller. 

Under the _ circumstances 
there was an understandable 
reluctance on the part of others 
who might have allowed their 
names to be put in nomination 
for at least a complimentary 
ballot from their respective 
home states. On a free choice 
Nixon would have got not less 
than 1000 votes on the first 
ballot. Victims prepared to be 
run down by this steamroller 
were hard to find. —

The Right to Travel 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We appreciate the position which 
the Post-Dispatch has taken with re- 
spect to the State Department's or- 
der that American newspapermen 
must not visit China 

The value of such visits lies in the 
information given by competent 
newspapermen to the American peo 
ple. It is often forgotten that it is 
the American people, not its ap 
pointed or elected officials, who must 
ultimately determine our course of 
conduct in both domestic and for- 
eign affairs. 

They have a right to information 
on both these subjects without the 
benefit of screening by the State De- 
partment or any other branch of the 
Government.

Al 
though it is a crime for American 
citizens to leave or enter the United 
States without a passport in a period 
of national emergency. it is not a

Nor do the American passports 
which exclude particular countries 
from their coverage forbid travel to 
those countries; they merely provide 


lat the passport itself does not ex- 
to those countries. On May 1, 
1952. the State Department publicly 
announced that in stamping passports 
not valid for travel in certain coun- 
tries “this procedure in no way for- 
bids American travel! to those areas.” 
The department's argument that a 
passport is a promise of diplomat 


protection which it cannot give 

countries with which it does not 
have diplomatic arrangements is un- 
sound First. it has always taken 


the position that the President can 
refuse to protect American citivens 
abroad Second, the existence of 
diplomatic relations has not always 
been a protection for American citi- 
gens in “Communist lands.” Third, 
these are: risks which good news- 
papermen have always taken in the 
public interest. 

The Chinese incident is merely the 
latest interference by the State De- 
partment with the right of American 
citizens to travel. This right has been 
upheld four times in the last year 
by the Court of Appeals for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

Each of these decisions has neces- 
sarily nullified one or another prac- 
tice or’ regulation of the Secretary 
of State. Yet he has made no move 
to change them and continues to 
deny American citizens the right to 
travel for purposes of pleasure, busi- 
ness and education because of their 
political views and associations. 

The State Department's conduct 
represents disrespect for both the 
coums and the Constitution. The Chi- 
nese incident is extremely important 
because of its effect upon freedom 
of the press and the right of the 
American people to know the facts 
and judge for themselves. 

But it is equally important that 
Americans have the right to travel 
as well as to live and earn a living 
without regard to their political as- 
sociations, past or present.

Eisenhower and Nixon 


Full consequences of the way in which the 
Republican ticket of Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Richard M. Nixon was completed cannot be 
known until the day after the November elec- 
tion, but this much seems certain now: the 
series of steps leading up to the renomination 
of Vice President Nixon will alienate many 
independent voters who marked their ballots for 
Mr. Eisenhower four years ago. 

The President's renomination was of course 
a foregone conclusion once he made himself 
available six months ago and assuming his 
continued recovery from his two illnesses. Re- 
publicans generally had no other thought than 
that Mr. Eisenhower should head their ticket 
again. 

Proof of this was the fact that the President's 
name was placed in nomination by Congressman 
Halleck of Indiana, who not only strongly op- 
posed Mr. Eisenhower for the nomination four 
years ago, but has not hesitated to vote against 
Eisenhower measures in the House. The in- 
appropriateness of the choice of the nominating 
speaker apparently was understood by the dele- 
gates who sat on their hands as Mr. Halleck 
spoke.

The New York Times even printed a dispatch 
from its able correspondent, W. H. Lawrence, 
saving that President Eisenhower would throw 
open the doors of his hotel suite to pass on 
the “acceptability” of any G.O.P. vice presiden- 
tial aspirants who might wish to seek the nomi- 
nation. The purpose, it was reported, was the 
psychological one of presenting the Republican 
convention as a free assembly in which unfet- 
tered delegates could cast their ballots for 
candidates of their own choosing. 

Then in rapid succession came the arrival of 
the President, his conference with Mr. Stassen, 
Mr. Eisenhower's meeting with the press and 
finally Mr. Stassen's astonishing speech second- 
ing the nomination of Vice President Nixon. 
The Nixon critic proceeded to tell the conven- 
tion that Mr. Nixon now ought to be renomi- 
nated because the delegates wanted him. 

This was political cynicism unadulterated. It 
was a hard-boiled political operation in which 
so-called “team work” was equated with party 
conformity. It was a stamping out of divergent 
political opinion under the appearance of party 
harmony.

How was the Nixon-Stassen affair in San Fran- 
cisco any different from the Truman episode in 
Chicago? The question is a fair ‘one and the 
answer is not difficult. When ex-President Tru- 
man ate his dish of crow in Chicago it was atter 
the roll call on the Stevenson-Harriman contest 
had gone to the end and Mr. Truman had lost in 
a free test on the convention floor. 

Mr. Stassen on the other hand, after having 
identified himself before the country as the 
Vice President’s chief opponent, was persuaded 
to quit the fight before the roll call and to sec- 
ond the nomination of a man he had said repeat- 
edly ought to be dumped from the ticket.

Mr. Becan had filed the millionth biographical 
file in his morgue 19 years ago and kept on fil- 
ing, so he was an exceptionally well-versed stu- 
dent of men and manners. What he had to say 
in comment on the passing human scene de- 
serves to be listened to with more than the 
usual respect.

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_ Back to School 

Will there be sufficient school rooms in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county to accommodate 
the record-breaking number of youngsters who 
will romp to school in another few days? 

The city’s problem is by all odds the lesser; 
it has classroom space, but not in the right 
places. This in large measure reflects the 
population shifts that have been taking place 
within the city as a result of public housing 
construction. 

The temporary solution involves the use of 
chartered busses to transport some 1700 chil- 
dren—well under 2 per cent of the anticipated 
enrollment of 94,330—from crowded schools to 
those with space to spare. New construction 
either under way or planned is expected to 
eliminate the need for transporting pupils with- 
in a year or two. The city system also enjoys 
a substantial unused bonding capacity; if it 
needs to borrow for new construction, it can. 

In the county, Superintendent George W. 
Vossbrink optimistically estimates that although 
there will be some crowding, it will not be 
enough to necessitate half-day sessions. 

Assuming that Mr. Vossbrink’s expectations 
prove sound and that double shifts can be 
avoided this year, what will the situation be 
like in the county a year from now? County 
enrollment has been rising on an average 10 
per cent a year. Indeed, this year’s expected 
enrollment of 94,807—for the first time higher 
even than that in St. Louis—represents a 12 per 
cent boost over last September's registration. 

If county enrollments jump only 10 per cent 


by September 1957 the classroom shortage could | 


run to as much as 300 rooms. Some of the coun- 
ty’s 29 individual school districts might be able 
to borrow for the necessary construction in 
their areas. But many others are already 60 
close to their statutory ceilings on bonded in- 
debtedness that for all practical purposes their 
hands would be tied. 

Suburban school districts In a great many 
other metropolitan areas are being driven into 
this same tight corner. They must have help 
from their states and their Federal Government. 
Unfortunately, however, the death of the school 
construction bill in the last Congress puts the 
whole burden on the states for the time being 
at least. 

This is an issue that will be debated in the 
coming months. The growing urgency of the 
suburban school situation may force all con- 
cerned to take a new look at the growing need 
for federal help.

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A Haunting Resemblance 

Harry S. Truman called the Republicans 
“racketeers.” Thomas E. Dewey challenged Mr. 
Truman to name any Republican racketeers, 
and expressed shock at the former President's 
intemperate words. Mr. Truman shot back that 
the Hell's Canyon dam decision is an example 
of Republican “racketeering,” and said Mr. 
Dewey expressed no shock when Senator Jenner 
called Gen. Marshall a traitor. 

Does this sound familiar? It does, indeed. It 
sounds like 1948.all over again. 

If the Republicans are wondering what to do 
with Gov. Dewey, as the Democrats are wonder- 
ing what to do with Mr. Truman, here is an 
idea. Why not hire a hall and let them debate 
each other, while the real campaign, based on 
1956 issues and 1956 candidates, goes on with- 
out them?

Peace Moves on Cyprus 

That a truce may be in the making on Cyprus 
was indicated when the British relaxed some 
of their more severe security regulations. This 
followed a demand by the British governor, Sir 
John Harding, that the pro-Greek hit-and-run 
fighters make the first move if they desire an 
end of violence. They responded by asking for 
a cease-fire as an indication of British good 
intentions. 

With the easing of restrictions, the next move 
is up to the guerrillas. London already has 
hinted that it may allow the return of Arch- 
bishop Makarios, and Sir John has said that 
there is an “opportunity to make a fresh start.” 

With trouble over Suez, an end to almost a 
year of fighting on Cyprus would be welcome to 
Britain. The more vigorous military measures 
of the last two months also may have persuaded 
the Cypriot die-hards that terrorism is not a 
very likely device for forcing the transfer of 
the island from British to Greek control. With- 
out strong outside support which has not been 
forthcoming, the relatively few islanders who 
have been carrying on the fighting hardly can 
hope to overcome British power. 

The issue, a complicated one, is for diploma- 
cy. The claim of the Greek islanders must be 
reconciled with the rights of the Turkish minori- 
ty which dreads Greek rule. Suez has stressed 
Britain's need for a military base in the Mediter- 
ranean, but in view of the ability of the United 
States to establish bases in many parts of the 
world, the British position on Cyprus need not 
be contingent on sovereignty over the island. 

No aspect of the problem, however, is suscep- 


_ tible to satisfactory settlement by force of arms. 


Increasing recognition of this fact in London is 
cause for hope, provided there is an end to 
raids and ambuscades. Negotiations may be dif- 
ficult; but fighting against odds is hopeless. 
Even for the winner it would mean a troubled 
peace.

A professionally well-placed parent 
said to me not long ago, “My 14-year- 
old son thinks that to be an adolescent 
in good standing he’s expected to be a 
‘crazy, mixed-up kid.’ He wears the de- 
scription like a membership badge 
earned by meeting an accepted set of 
personal qualifications, Being a ‘crazy, 
mixed-up kid’ is good, not bad, as far 
as he is concerned.” 

My guess is that he is reflecting one 
of the results of the continued empha- 
sis over a period 
of years on adoles- 
cent and juvenile 
delinquency — the 
continual round of 
discussions, in print 
and in conversation, 
of teen-age prob- 
lems and teen-age 
derelictions. 

Adults and chil- 
dren are being—or 
have been—sold on 
the idea that ado- 
lescents are by 
their nature “crazy, 
mixed-up kids”; 
that, at best, they 
are well-intentioned but unpredictable 
nitwits: and that, at worst, they are nor- 
mal young sadists and vandals. 


The long-term public preoccupation 
with “teen-age problems” and “juvenile 
delinquency” may well be producing a 
grotesque, but widely accepted, adoles- 
cent prototype. 


‘They Cast Us in a Role...’ 


Such a prototype, if it exists, reflects 
of course neither the large majority of 
our adolescents nor the personal or 
moral standards we are trying to have 
them develop for themselves. 


But whether it reflects fact or fiction 
is beside the point. To the extent that 
it does exist, it constitutes a social 
hazard. 

Eric Hoffer, California longshoreman 
and polisher of the moral maxim, puts 
it effectively this way: 


“However much we guard ourselves 
against it, we cannot overcome the ten- 
dency to shape ourselves in the image 
other people have of us. The people we 
meet are the playwrights and stage 
managers of our lives: They cast us in 
a role, and we play it whether we will 
or not.” 

A characteristic formula for success- 
ful selling emphasizes the importance 
of making the ye like you, of mgk- 
ing him feel big, of making him feel 
that you like him—and of giving him 
personal importance and more personal 
importance. 


Boys and Their Scrapes 


If Hoffer and the supersalesmen are 
right, then the possible damage inher- 
ent in our grotesque adolescent proto- 
type is tremendous. 

Support for this position comes from 
the emphasis psychiatric medicine 
places on the importance of the self- 
picture in individual adjustment.

Why do we overlook accomplishment 
in our preoccupation with failure? 


Adolescents Need Confidence 


What I am saying is that average 
adolescents are solid, idealistic — if 
necessarily young and somewhat inex- 
perienced citizens, and that too often 
in our press and our conferences we 
have made it appear that they are not. 

There are serious defects in an ap- 
proach that assumes that the way to 
make someone better is to show him 
continuously how bad he can be. 


People need to be believed in. They 
still rise to the challenge of personal 
faith. 

It is important that we see clearly 
that every age group has its problems, 
that those of the teen-ager are different 
from—but not much more complicated 
or devastating than—those of the pre- 
adolescent, or of the young adult, mar- 
ried or single, or of men and women 
at the onset of aging, or of those facing 
retirement, 

It is important that we see boys and 
girls in their teens as human beings 
who, for the most part, meet and suc- 
cessfully solve the peculiar set of 
problems that their age is dealt. 


Picture of the Teen-Ager 


It is important that boys and girls 
in their teens see themselves as they 
are—as contributing members of s0- 
ciety. 

I warn against an overemphasis on 
teen-age problems and juvenile delin- 
quency that may lead young people and 
adults to expect unrest and irresponsi- 
bility from all adolescents. 

I speak for a more balanced picture 
of the adolescent years, for a picture 
that gives boys and girls more con- 
fidence in themselves, for a picture 
that gives parents more faith in their 
children. 

I speak for a picture that reflects 
the average teen-ager, a sane, produc- 
tive young American.

In the little English village of Ha- 
worth during the early years of the last 
century an Irish clergyman by the name 
of Patrick Bronte was raising a family 
of six children, all of whom were re- 
markably gifted and two of whom were 
to bring honor and fame to his name.

T was a startling bit of news 

out of Chicago the other 

day that a United States in- 
vestigation of boxing condi- 
tions in that city, and others, 
was to be made. The charges 
were boxers had been “doped” 
after weighing in and gam- 
blers cleaned up on the out- 
come of bouts. 

There have been numerous 
investigations in the 
couple of years. 

One in Philadelphia fol- 
lowed the “doped” orange in- 
cident in which Light-heavy- 
weight Harold Johnson fig- 
ured. That was lengthy and 
wordy and the result was 
Johnson was suspended and 
boxing virtually killed in the 
whole state of Pennsylvania 
for more than a year. And it 
still is dead because the com- 
mission of that state adopted 
a set of rules which promoters 
fear so much they won't oper- 
ate under the code. 

There was another in New 
York which stemmed from the 
grounding of Welterweight 
Vince Martinez by a group of 
managers after he had tossed 
aside Bill Daly 

After that one, the guild 
of managers in New York 
state was broken up and Mar- 
tinez returned to the wing of 
Daly. Nothing much else came 
from that one except that 
Commissioner Julius Helfand 
condemned the Illinois com- 
mission for permitting a 
boxer to sign his own con- 
tract when the manager did 
not have a license and was 
unable to do so. That boxer 
was Johnny Saxton, former 
welterweight champion, who 
fought and regained the title 
from Carmen Basilio 

So what happened? For 
their return match Helfand 
agreed that Saxton could sign 
his own contract for the bout 
in Syracuse, N.Y., Sept. 12. 
Saxton’s manager, Blinky Pa- 
lermo, still hasn't a license in 
New York and neither has 
he one in Illinois 

The California inquiry un- 
covered some alleged flim- 
flam against some of the out- 
standing boxing figures of 
that state and the report of 
the investigators recommend- 


ed the lifting of some 25 
licenses

All of these things have, of 
course. been very detrimental 
to boxing. An atmosphere of 
suspicion has been created 
which the investigations have 
not cleared and the inactivity 
of the champions in the ring 
has not helped. 

There hasn't been an im- 
portant title bout fought since | 
Saxton defeated Basilio in | 
Chicago in March. And even 
in that one the decision 
caused an uproar which has 
not subsided as yet. 

Floyd Patterson, considered 
the chief contender, with 
Archie Moore, for Rocky 
Marciano’s vacated heavy- 
weight throne, broke a bone 
in his hand while defeating 
Hurricane Jackson in June. 
As a result, the match be- 
tween Patterson and Moore, 
slated for September to de- 
cide Marciano’s successor, 
had to be postponed.

ON HIS WAY FROM THE ALLEN SHOW to the 

Sullivan show, Sinatra had managed to drop in at ABO 
too for a few fast words with Donald Woods, host of 
Famous Film Festival. 
There is a word for this sort of thing that has come 
i {nto great fashion in the last couple of years. It's 
_ “exposure.” The very use of the word and its wide 
popularity in the upper echelons of television fs in- 
dicative of what is happening in show business. 

Years ago an entertainer was hired for a perform- 
ance. Then as the extent of his performance dwindled, 
he was said to make an appearance. Now it’s expos- 
ure—a word heretofore associated with the click of a 
camera shutter. And that’s about all you get, too. 

You find actors all over the place worried about 
their “exposure.” If they don't get enough exposure, 
or don't get any, it’s supposed to be bad for their 
health. If they get too much—like sunburn—it’s ruin- 
ous, A network program is automatically an awful lot 
of exposure, so you're supposed to cover up, showing 
& as little skin as possible. That way you won't get 
burned. As exposures go, Sinatra’s was down to about 
> the irreducible minimum; of course, he might have 
phoned in or sent a letter. Sunday we could at least 
look at him, so we should all be properly grateful. 
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ON THE SAME NIGHT, ALCOA THEATER pre- 
sented “The Big Vote,” by David Karp. In the light 
of a whole week of political convention which preceded 
it and another one to follow it, this was really flying 
in the face of the percentages. 

But then television has always operated on the theory 
that you can't get enough of a good thing. When we 
have Christmas, brother, we celebrate it for weeks— 
at least on television. When politics comes along, 
again we get a heaping plateful until no one can look 
the stuff in the face again for weeks. 

Karp’s little essay was a simple, straightforward 
drama about an old-line district leader who operates 
on the patronage level, and a rising young politician 
who believes in taking the issues to the voters. As a 
lesson in politics, it was rather rudimentary, but not 
much more so than some of the things that have come 
out of Chicago and San Francisco. As the old-line 
politician, Ed Begley gave a performance of great 
solidity and power, and that alone made the hour 
well worth watching.

It would 
disturb me to keep a busi- 
ness man or homemaker 
waiting even 15 minutes 
longer than had been 
agreed upon.

I SUPPOSE OFFICE BEHAVIOR depends on the tem- 
perament of the doctor—and of his patients.

I asked his nurse if the doctor 
was on a emergency, if it caused him to be late. She said 
no, but that the doctor would see me shortly. But I said

Yet another extremely busy man is willing to wait pa- 
tiently.

E have a reader who lives 
Wi Fulton, Mo., who has 

rather unorthodox taste, at 
least as far as things like pre- 
serves are concerned. Sometime 
back he had us searching 
through musty volumes of gas- 
tronomie lore looking for a 
recipe for pumpkin preserves. 


We found it, sent it on its 
way, and suppressed a faint 
shudder at the thought of a 
heaping bowl of pumpkin pre- 
serves. Now he comes back with 
a request for persimmon pre- 
serves. 

“You helped me with pump- 
kin preserves,” he writes, “and 
now I'm wondering what to do 
with persimmons. Here in Cal- 
laway county, sometimes known 
as the Kingdom of Callaway, 
mother nature is preparing a 
tremendous crop. I've tried per- 
simmon pudding in days gone 
by without obtaining any repeat 
orders for it. What else can one 
do with persimmons.” 

Well, I could tell him what I 
do with persimmons, but that’s 
beside the point. It has always 
been the policy of this depart- 
ment to do its best by the read- 
ers. We've done our best, and 
we could come up with nothing 
better than a recipe for per- 
simmon pie. Here it is: 

Wash ripe persimmons and 
run them through a strainer. 
Bring two cups of milk to the 
scalding point in the top of a 
Add a heaping 
cup of sugar sifted with a ta- 
blespoon of cornstarch, stirring 
all the time. When it thickens 
stir in a half teaspoon of salt 
and then pour some of the hot 
mixture over two beaten egg 
yolks. Then add the eggs to the 
milk and continue cooking the 
custard for a few minutes. Then 
stir in a cup of persimmon pulp 
and pour it into a baked pie 
shell. Cover it with a meringue, 
put it in a 350-degree oven, 
bake it for 15 or 20 minutes, 
and then eat it if you want to.

WHEN a father tells his son 
that he needs a couple of 
shelves in the cellar, sends him 
to the lumber yard with a slip 
in his hand that details the

Cut five pounds of water- 
melon.. rind into inch-wide 
strips, then trim all the pink 
from the inside and the green 
from the outside. Then cut the 
strip into inch squares. 


Cover them with cold water 
with a half cup of salt to each 
two quarts, and then let them 
soak for at least a day in the 
refrigerator. Then drain off the 
salt water, soak them again, 
drain them again, cover them 
again and cook until they're just 
tender. Then drain them well. 

Now, make a sirup of six cups 
of white sugar and one pound 
of pale brown sugar, with a 
quart of vinegar and a quart 
of water. Season this with a 
sliced lemon, a couple of 
broken-up sticks of cinnamon, 
two teaspoons of whole cloves 
and two teaspoons of allspice. 
When it has boiled down some- 


let it cook until the rind be- 
comes transparent. Put it in 


sterilized jars and seal it and 
don’t touch it until winter. 


Another good thing to have 
around, come winter, is a few 
jars of pickled crabapples. Wash 
five pounds of crabapples, leav- 
ing the stems on but removing 
the bud end. Prick each one 
several times with a fork. 


Put a quart of vinegar, three 
pounds of sugar, a tablespoon 
of cloves, a tablespoon of brok- 
en-up cinnamon and a few 
drops of red food coloring in a 
kettle, bring it to a boil and let 
it boil 10 minutes. Add the 
crabapples to the boiling sirup 
and cook them slowly until 
they’re tender. Pack them in 
sterilized jars with plenty of the 
sirup. This recipe makes four 
pints.

Anyone knows it's foolish to 
go to all that trouble when you 
can open a box of prepared mix, 
stir it up, cook it, and you've 
got a pie filling. Ask almost any 
housewife.

UT if you think it's worth 
B ine trouble, here’s how: 

First make your pastry. Sift 
two and a half cups of pastry 
flour with’ a teaspoon of salt. 
With your fingertips, work in 
six tablespoons of butter and 
six tablespoons of vegetable 
shortening. Moisten it with 
four or five tablespoons of ice 
water, form it into two balls, 
roll them in wax paper and 
chill them for half an hour. 
Then roll them out, one at a 
time and line two eight-inch 
pie plates. Prick the bottoms 
with a fork, roll the edges un- 
der and crimp them and bake 
the pastry in a preheated oven 
until it’s a light golden brown. 
Should take about 15 minutes 
at 425 degrees. 

Now put four squares of bak- 
ing (unsweetened) chocolate in 
the top of a double boiler and 
melt it. Add two cups of granu- 
lated sugar, six tablespoons of 
flour, three cups of scalding 
hot milk and the yolks of six 
eggs, well beaten. 

Cook it over boiling water, 
stirring it all the time, for 10 
minutes or so, when it should 
be well thickened. Stir in a 
tablespoon of butter, a table- 
spoon of flour and a couple of 
teaspoons of vanilla, or how- 
ever much vanilla you like. 
Pour this into two pie shells. 

Now take the whites of the 
six eggs and add a4 teaspoon 
and a half of cream of tartar. 
Beat them until they're stiff 
enough to stand and then 
slowly beat in 12 tablespoons 
of sugar. Season it with vanilla, 
give it a couple more beats 
and pile it lightly and lovingly 
on the pies. Bake it in a pre- 
heated oven at 350 degrees un- 
til the meringue presents 
shades of gold and brown.

Shoplifting Housewives 


Light Fingers 


—— By Hal Boyle 


NEW YORK (AP), 

H® AMERICAN housewife, who has many virtues, also 
T leads the nation in one form of crime—shoplifting. 

Light-fingered customers cost department and specialty 
stores at least $300,000.000 a year, and probably much more. 

“The greatest loss comes from the housewife,” said 
Mrs. Mary Congemi, one of the nation’s top store detectives. 
“She is a good customer in many ways. She pays her bills, 
keeps up her charge accounts—but she steals, too. And if 
she keeps at it she soon learns all the tricks of the profes- 
sionals.” 

Mrs. Congemi, special agent for William F. Alexander, 
a former infantry officer who acts as a security consultant 
for 34 department stores throughout the United States, has 
caught nearly 5000 shoplifters in the last 10 years. 

“Most shoplifters are amateurs,” she said. “but the 
amateurs account for 75 per cent of the losses. They range 


in age from 8 to 80. A lot are teen-agers, but most are 
housewives between 20 and 40.”

Women shoplifters outnumber men at least 5 to 1. 
But in either sex the person who actually steals from hun- 
ger is unusual. 

Many people believe that most shoplifters suffer from 
kleptomania, or an irresistible compulsion to take some- 
thing that doesn’t belong to them, whether they have any 
real need for it or not. Mrs. Congemi says this is purely 
a legend. 

“Kleptomania, if there really is such a thing, is very 
rare,” she said. “I've never encountered a kleptomaniac. 
Shoplifters simply want something for nothing. They often 
have the muddled idea that taking something from a big 
department store really isn't stealing. They don’t under- 
stand the real moral issue until they are caught. 

“But I'll say this about the average housewife who 
turns amateur shoplifter. Once she has been caught, even 
though she may have stolen many times before, she usually 
swears off forever.” 

. _ <- 

SHOPLIFTERS are common in all walks of society, 
from the slum kid to the wealthy dowager. Recently, in a 
single men’s store here, the following were picked up for 
shoplifting within a 20-day period. An insurance companys 
execulive, a lawyer, a doctor's wife, a factory owner, the 
manager of another store, and a Federal employe. 

Mrs. Congemi, dark-haired and attractive, is married 
to a locksmith and has two children. 

Recently Max Ness, owner of an Allentown (Pa.) de- 
partment store, gave a training course in shoplifting 
techniques to 1600 employes. Then, to put them to the 
test, Mrs. Congemi, who was unknown to them, went 
through the store to see what she could shoplift. 

“In an hour and a half I filled three shopping bags 
with more than $400 worth of merchandise,” she recalled. 
“I had lifted everything from ash trays to expensive 
dresses.” 


* * * 

WEARING A MASK over her head to hide her iden- 
tity, Mrs. Congemi then confronted the sales personnel at 
a specially called meeting and showed them the results of 
her safari through the store. 

“Salespeople themselves don't appreciate the extent of 
shoplifting until you actually show them what can be done,” 
she said, and cited the case of one 20-year-old girl who 
stole sportswear valued at $20,000 from one store in a 
single season. 

One other odd fact about shoplifting: 

“It reaches its peak around the two greatest religious 

holidays—Christmas and Easter,” said Mrs. Congemi.

The oldest child was 
less well-adjusted than the others, but boys were a little 
better adjusted than girls. It’s the oldest girl who is likely 
to have more loaded on her shoulders than she ought to 
carry 

Dr. Brossard points up the trouble more sharply, how- 
ever. There were too many irresponsible mothers in the 
families he studied—too many inadequate and ineffective 
mothers. Poor health was also common, and domineering, 
exploitative fathers were conspicuous. 

Every family should try to distribute the work so it 
does not fall too heavily on any one of the youngsters. Par- 
ents must give the oldest child a fair deal.

OW much money did your 
H teen-age son or daughter re- 
ceive through allowance and 
earnings last week? 


If the son got less than $8.96 
or the daughter less than $6.59, 
they were below the national 
average, according to a study of 
5065 representative boys and 
girls across the nation. 

Our cumulative research, cov- 
ering 35,000 cases since 1944, 
shows results which may be 
startling to dads who can look 
back to 50-cent allowances and 
25-cent lawn mowing fees. For 
all along the line, the income of 
the nation’s young people has 
taken a sharp upward turn. 

Even the moppets are getting 
more money. The survey showed 
the average boy between the 
ages of 8 and 12 has a weekly 
income of $1.12 per week in 
1956, compared to 42 cents in 
1944. 

That's an increase of 267 per 
cent for the small fry. And the 
older boys and girls are doing 
even better. 

Counting allowances and earn- 
ings, the average teen-age boy 
in 1944 had an income of $2.41 
per week. By comparison, the 
1956 figure of $8.96 represents 
an increase of 372 per cent. 
Teen-age girls are only slightly 
behind.

A Reader Writes 

UESTION: Isn't the expres- 
() scr “Us go for a drive” or | 

“Us go to the show” used | 
quite frequently? My friends | 
criticize me for saying this in- | 
stead of “Let’s go.” I'm also | 
used to the expression “I'll | 
drive you to work,” where they | 
say, “I'll ride you to work” sad, 
which sounds far worse than | 
my slangy expressions. I would 
appreciate knowing if my us- 
age of “us” and “drive” is at 
all permissible.

ANSWER; I'm afraid I shall 
have to render a split decision 
here. First, the use of “us” as 
the subject of “go” is clearly 
ungrammatical since the sub-. 
ject of a verb must be in the 
nominative case (“we”) not “us,” 
which is objective. Why, then, | 
you will ask, is it correct to 
say “Let us go.” The answer is 
that “go” in this sentence is an 
infinite complement of “let” 
and infinitive subjects must be 
in the objective case. If that’s 
not clear, just take my word 
for it that you may say “Let 
’ but you must not say 
“Us go.” 

As to “drive vs “ride,” the 
former is entirely acceptable in 
the sense of transporting a per- 
son by automobile. The use of 
the word “ride” in this sense 
is becoming rather common but | 
should be used only on an in- | 
formal or colloquial basis. My 
correspondent complains that it
